Mr. de Calonne, first Minister to King Louis XVI., 
took the precaution of sending to England his collec- 
tion of paintings and art treasures when the French 
Revolution began, and borrowed a large sum on 
them. The money lenders, tired of waiting, sold the 
pictures at public sale on March 23, 1 795. The 
sale lasted four days, and there were 360 pictures 
of all schools in it. Messrs. Skinner and Dyke di- 
rected the sale which amounted to 1,575,000 francs. 

This picture of Rubens was sold in this sale, and 
remained in the possession of the buyer until 1 908, 
when it was purchased by the present owner of the 
picture.
